The sons of small farmers, shoemakers, cooks. ayahs (sures) 
and others of low” cnate, obtain, a smattering of English at 
schools where tuition is either free a the fees’ ace nominal 
and forthwith they become discontended -with their lot, and 
seek employment as clerks . 

For the benefit of those who are unacquainted with Indian 
terms, it {s mecessary to cxplain that “Babu,” or as it is com+ 
monly written “Baboo,” is a uname usually applied to’ native 
clerks in Bengal, and some. parts of Upper India, although 
it really is a term of respect cquivalent to E-quires; and to 
enable them to obtain this coveted title, youths are crammed 
until they can stn no more, and in many cases they bacome 
utterl, worthtess, as the following will show: About five 
years ngo I saw a crowd of urchins jeering at a poor idiot 
who was seated on a low wall by the roadside. Shortly after 
my -errival, an aged couple appeared upon the scene, and 
while the poor mother was trying to induce her son to .ac. 
company her, the father turned to me, and said in pitiful 
accents— “Master, see the result of trying to become ‘wise. 
Kve, since the railway was made I have trimmed the lamps, 
and my stomach has never been empty. I tried to teach the 
work to my son, but he went to the school and learnt to

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write and speak finglish like the Sahibs (gentlemen) and * 
he wanted tobe a Baboo. This ia the end of it; he is now a 
* pugla (fool) and cannot do any thing.” 

‘At lenst 90 per cent, of” the’ “youths who. obtain clerkships 
would he far better off were they coytent to follow the “same 
profession as their forefathers, for good servants are scarce, 

_ wile dozens of men holding F. A, and B, A. certificates are 
idle, Jt. is nothing uncommon. to see an advertisement offer- _ 
ing Bs, 20 per month for a sehoolmaster who ean produce & 
B A. certificate, but a good cook or -khansamah (steward) - can_ 
always ‘command from ‘Bs, lt Rs. to 16 per mont, and 
“mechanics of ordinary ~ ability receive from Rs~ 2Q to 25; 
while men? who are really expert obtain from Rs, 20 to Rs. 60 
per month, a salary which a very small proportion. of native - 
clerks can ever hope to obtain, ? 

In every large oflice, where such a system is allowed,- may 
be scen a .number of° young men who are , auite content to 
work as probationers for 3 or 4 years without “pay, in the hope 
of - obtaining employment when a vgcancy occurs, A year*or’ 
so ago, Hnropean hurrying along Dhurrumtollah jostled against 
a native youth who was lounging on the footprth, The latter 
drew himself up haughtily, amd in a manner whic. was 
evidently intended to be very crushing, said,— 

“ Sir, What yon mean by such roughness? Iam aB, Al” 

This shows the absurd importance which youths of this 
class attach to their attainments, 





Most of the letters, ect., which appear in this publication 


have beén selected from a number which have passed through . 
my handa during a quarter of a century's residence in India; 
others huve been copied from different journals, or have been 
sent to me by friends. It may be argued that Hnglish men 
and-women make equally ridiculous mistakes when  usitig 
Hindustanee, or other Eastern languages; but this only applies 
to those who have picked up 1 


scraps of vernacular from 
native servauts, and who 


do not profess to understand the

idioms. or grammar of .the Janguage. On the other hand 
several of the accompanying productions have emanated from 
* men who have passed the University [xamination jn, which 
English is a compulsory subject, and who therefore should 
be able to write and speak it correctly. J 
To some it may appear strange that men who make such 
mistakes in composition should” be able to’ spell most of the 
difficult words correctly, but this’ can be explained very 
easily: When a native, clerk is writing an important lettey. 
he atwaye takes care to have a dictionary within reach. 
« Thre are ‘in most large offices copyists whose caligraphy, 
would fill @writing master with envy, but who will deli- 
berately copy adraft in which an ‘important word has been 
omitted or misspelt, without drawing attention to the mistakés. 
There are ocehgjonaily amvsing exceptions to this rule, 
In milway work a toot galled a Jim-Crow is used for bending 
rails, ‘An Anspector, who wanted oue of these- implements, 
‘telegraphed: to the Engineer, bit the telegraph clerk took 
fipon himself to alter, what he thought was a “nickname, and 
ordered “James Crow” to ge sent. ‘ 
Another clerk addressed 2 letter to 
MA. William = Thassur instead of to Mr. Belthazzar, his 
idea being that the man was being culled Bill Thassur, and 
that Bilt was an abbreviation. . . 


A Government official once'telegraphed for 

‘Six bamboos, male, 6 feet long, an@ three inches thick,” 
but the telegraph clerk mis-read one of the words and substi- 
tuted Baboos for Bamboos, without noticing the absurdity: of 
the qnessage, and the addressee was rather astonished at receiv, 
ing an order for— a 

“6 Baboos, male, 6 feet long and three inches thick.” 
Scarcely less amusing was the mistake made when an up- 
coulltry firm telegraphed for four Milner's Safes. When received 
in Caicutta the message read” as follows—“Send -$ milliners, 
two with drawers, and tyo without,” .

a force the bandy was shattered to pieces and jumped 
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into a pit of about 12 feet in depth at a distance of — 
about 25 feet from the bridge, The pit was full. 
of muddy water, hence their clothes were coloured 
with ooze aud they were covered by the top of the . 
bandy. At the moment Husain Ali, constable of 
No. 850, ran and gavea timely assistance to them so 
they were succeeded in coming out. of the peril before 
they were suffocated. If they were not helped by the 
above named constable who was on beat at that time 
the danger might be serious. There are two wounds 
on the hind legs of the horses, We pray the Almighty 
for removing the mountain like the danger like dew be- 
fore the morning sun by the assistance of the constable. 
It is very plain by the success in recovering from the 
danger that they are very generous and kind hearted 
towards the people. We hope that promotion will be 
given to the above named constable by the recommen- 
dation of these gentlemen.”

terrible account ofa poor and a most wretched pair of 

* fakir, who wag flowed to the-distance of quarter ofa 
mile in the said nullah but fortunately caught by the 
trees aud thus they have saved their lives. Many 
houses fell down and a number of living stocks died 
of drowing. In short, the people of Barwani greatly 
suffered in this stormy tempest. ‘otal loss estimated 
that night was more than Rs, 2,000.”

A Judgment by a Native Magistrate. <- s 

The following is an extract of a judgment, deli- 
vered some time ago by a native magistrate, whom it 
wis at any time contemplated to raise to a higher 
sphere of judicial work :—

these * * * * * * Police Sergeant, Ist grade, in charge 
of the Police Station * ***** was with others 
sitting ou charpoy in the street of the same town at 
4p.m, on Tuesday last, the 20th instant, probably 
making some investigation iu o certain case, when 3g 
complainant, a sweeper of the conservancy departments 
who as usual to him was cleaning the street at the 
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fixed time respectfully asked the permission pf the 
. Sergeant .to.clean the street about the place where he 
sat telling him “ Maharaja (king of kibgs) would you 
permit one to clean the street?” ‘lhe Sergeant, who 
+ had an air of authority in his ‘head, took. this for an 
offence and forthwith abused the sweeper. He beat the 
** sweeper with shoes himself and ordered his subordinate 
the. other accused constable to beat him the same way, 
‘Tho hairs of the Head’ of the poor unspeakable sweeper 
were pulled down‘ violently, by accusod No, 2, who 
was acting under orders of his suporior officer-and 
was well thrashed with shoes or blows by the 
Sergeant and acoused 2 and 3, The sweeper having 
beens thus oppressed reminded them that he will 
_-have recourse to court for justice, and upon this he 
was once more severely beaten. Not satisfied with 
sthis treatment the Sergeant ordered “constable, accused 
No. 2, to goand njake a search of the house, of the 
complainaut.

Many are against it no matter how it will be 
decided, since it is somewhat distasteful to all orthodox 
natives to have any sort of legislative interference 
with the marviage custoins and rights whicll have 
long been accustomed to all classes. Tho few cases of 
mischief which seldom or ever happen, are not enough 
of excuse for Government action in this matter. It 
is well known that females of this country reach their 
puberty much earlier than the cold blooded people of 
Europe and for this reason early marriage is’ the only 
safeguard, If this is destroyed much scandals and 
wicked things must, occur, we hope it will not be the 
case, but fear the result. Because some few wen are 
more headstrong than others, is it any reason why all 
should suffer the loss of their marital rights until 
such time asthe Governmeut may appoint? Some 
females may be backward in their development, but 
others ave in their prime much earlier than is allowed 
by the new law, still the victim will be dragged to 
jail by police oppression when he is only acting by his 

_religion. In other countries men marry to females 
who are much older, and thus shorten their lives, but 
noone mikes any law or proscention about it} even 
when the woman is double of the mau’s age. The * 
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natives of India never ask for any interference with 
the privileges and ceremonies of Europeans, but now 
a days to beat a tom-tom (native drum) in ,the 
streets isa crime, ‘I'hus, one by gne, all the old pri- 
viliges will be disappeared from among us, and in ° 
short time noone will be even allowed to make mo- 
* tions in the streets, or pass joke, and throw red powders 
at time of the Holi, (a Hindu festival.) This is 
monstrous, and all loyal natives should raise the war 
ery of freedom, against interference with our female 
portions of the fumily. Let all unite themselves with 
imposing fronts, and tread the crying evil under foot, 
Tf this age of consent become law, the next thing 
will bea “Prevention of children,” or “ Restriction of 
Family,” Act, This would even be more reasonable

plant is not unknown, 
We believe that taxes are also paid for this part 
of the town more than any other and therefore we 
should have some little indulgence, in the matter of, 
-road, repairs, and sutiable ditches, and latrine ac- 
commodations, If some improvment is uot done we 
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fear the worst result during the next hot season, for 
even at this time the stenches are most violent and 
attract the attention of all who come near, Needless 
to say the Inspector of nuisance, and his assistants 
never come in our direction with the necessary regu- 
larity ; when they do appear it is by flying visits. 
Wecan say with safety that since two years he has 
never inspected the behind of oar houses, which has no 
proper connection with the main road, and for this 
reason the privy filth is to be carried from the front 
sido leaving deadful smell some time after it is 
done.
